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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

The common technical feature in groups I and II is a heat exchanger comprising 
a pair of headers arranged in parallel and spaced apart from each other, a plurality of 
flat heat exchange tubes arranged in parallel between the headers and brazed at 
opposite ends to the respective headers with the tube ends placed into respective 
insertion holes formed in the headers, and fins each arranged between and brazed to 
each pair of adjacent heat exchange tubes. These elements cannot be a special 
technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because applicant admits that these elements 
are known in the prior art (specification, page 2, line 13 - page 3, line 12; figure 13, 
elements 50, 51,52, and 53).
